REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1909,

Mr. F. A. AGLEN's report on the 
trade of Shanghai last year is an un- 
usually long one, and ' 
under the cireumstances very ine 
teresting one, comprising as it do 
terse sketch of the effect on Shangh:

Mr. Aglen’s report has been to a cer- 
tain extent anticipated by Mr. Tay- 
lor’s report on the foreign trade of 
China, on which we have already 
commented ; but its interest has not 
thus been wiaterially lessened. Mr. 
Aglen mentions that it was hop 
early in the year that the last year of 
the century wonld be a record one for 
trade and revenue : but he adds: that 
coming events cast their shadows 
before, and “ popular superstition-h 
setan ‘anlueky mark against the year, 
and there were many) who foretold 
disaster.”

general verdict is that, individual 
losses apart, the storm was weathered 
remarkably well. Many causes com- 
bined to mitigate the evil and ruin 
which seemed inevitable, but not a 
little was due to the wise and 
prudent Counsels of those whose 
positions entitled them to take the 
lead, and to the hearty manner in 
which all set to work to adapt their 
business to the altered conditions so 
radely thrust apon them. Chambers 
of Commerce, bankers, lending mer- 
chants (foreign and native), all pre- 
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pared to Iet out. cable and make 
things snug ; so that when the storm 
passed, and the Chinese, who so soon 
accustom themselves to altered cir- 
‘cumstances, began to regain confidence 
and resume operations, it was found 
that there had been very few failures. 
It is satisfactory to note that, on the 
whole, native merchants fulfilled 
their ‘obligations very creditably 
under exceptionally trying citeum- 
stances. The truth of the old ad: 
about the ill wind was certainly 
never better exemplified than in the 
case of the shipping interest, the 
demand for tonnage having been in 
excess of supply, while those who 
“had managed to accumulate stocks { 
of exports previous to the outbreak 
raised their prices, and for a time 
reaped a rich harvest.” In writing 
on the industries of Shanghai, many 
of which, as the share-lists show, 
have done tncommonly well, Mr. 
Aglen mentions how the stars in 
their courses have fought against the 
Cotton Mills; but ho says that there 
is a “hope that the bottom of ad- 
versity has at last been touched and 
that better results may be looked for 
in the future; and there cannot be 
the slightest doubt that were some 
encouragement in the shape of 
lighter taxation afforded, these Chi- 
nese mills could easily compete suc- 
cessfully with their Indian and 
Japanese rivals.” 

‘Lhe most satisfactory point, how- 
ever, and most promising for the 
future is that the revenue for the 

youn though nearly a million taels 
less than in 1899, has only twice 
before been equalled—in 1896 and 
1897. The net value of foreign goods 
imported was about 120 million taols, 
or Ts. 30,000,000 less than in the pre- 
vious years. | ‘This is not entirely to 
be regretted, for, says Mr. Aglen in 
reference to cotton piece-goods, “ the 
ruin which might otherwise have 
overtaken those engaged in this trade 
was happily averted by a most 
fortuitous combination of circum- 
stances.” The forced stoppage of ship- 
ments was the salvation of holders 
here. In Indian yarn there wasa large 
decline, but then the market had been 
glutted in 1899. ‘The import of me- 
tals was sustained by the demand for 
the docks and blacksmiths, who were 
kept busy working for foreign govern- 
iments; and there was a very good de- 
mand for kerosene oil, which has now 
become a necessity for the Chinese. 
American oil fell off, Russian was well 
maintained, and Sumatran showed an 
inerease. é 

There was, of course, a consider- 
able decrease in exports, supplies of 
pices from the northern ports 
eing stopped altogether. Silk was 








Many kinds of native produce, such 
as bean-cake, beans, hides, hats, nut- 
galls, tea, oil, and vermicelli, showed 
an infprovement, and there was a 
good export of straw braid, with a 60 
per cent increase in values. “The 
old complaint against the Chinese of 
false packing to hide inferiority in 
the middle of the bundles is still 
made; and the persistence of this 
practice, which tends to drive the 
trade more and more to Japan, is 
miuch to be regretted. Japanese con- 
tinue to turn out absolutely depend- 
able braid, which, although more 
expensive, finds a ready sale, as the 
foreign consumer is willing to pay 
even highly for a reliable article.” 
This isa curious commentary on the 
accepted belief that the Chinese 
trader is invariably honest and the 
Japanese trader not a model of in- 
tegrity. A very good business was 
done in tea of all kinds. 

There is not much that need 
detain us under coast trade in Mr. 
Aglen’s report; but we may note a 
decline of about fifty per cent in the 
transit trade, owing to the unrest 
prevailing in the Yangtze Valley. 
The tonnage entered and cleared at 
Shanghai was almost exactly. the 
same as in the preceding year. Mr. 
Aglen notices the appearance of 
German steamers on the river. “The 
vessels,” he says, “are somewhat 
smaller than their old-established 
rivals, and it is a question 
whether they are so well adapted 
to the trade.” The Japanese have 
replaced their temporary river liners 
by large twin-screw boats, entirely 
constructed in Japan, “which in 
point of comfort and efficiency leave 
nothing to be desired. There has 
been” adds Mr. Aglen, “a considerable 
addition es, the mney of steam- 
launches and passenger-boats engaged 
in the Soochow-Hangchow ete, 
particularly under the Chinese flag. 
‘Under Inland Regulations altogether 
2,821 vessels, with a tonnage of 18,583 
tons, entered and cleared. It will be 
seen that, with the exception of the 
British, foreign flags take but an in- 
significant share in this traffic. Much 
of the tonnage was represented by 
the British steamer Hoangho and 
the American steamer Kwangehi— 
vessels many times larger than the 
steam-launches usually dealt with— 
which ran for a time between Shang- 
hai and Tingbai. Very little cargo 
was carried, and the experiment did 
not, I believe, prove sufficientiy 
remunerative to justify a continuance 
of ithe service.” The movements of 
treasure that came under the 
cognisance of the Customs showed a 
net import of gold to the value of 
Hk. Tis. 5,419,197, and of silver to 





disappointing; the year opened with 
high prices, but the world’s supply 
being amply sufficient, these prices 
came down with a run in the spring, 
and continued to decline, filatures 
doing even worse than raw silks, 


the value of Hk. Tis. 94,043,933. 
The demand for Indian opium was 
checked by the trouble in the north. 

Under “ Miscellaneous,” Mr. Aglen 
notes that the work of the plague station 
outside Woosung was carried on with 





the minimuw of friction, “ thanks to the 
hearty co-operation of all concerned, and 
that, making every allowance for good 
luck, the result has been completely 
satisfactory, in that not only Shanghai 
but the river ports also have been kept 
free from plague.” Mr. Aglen notes the 
measures taken last summer for the de- 
fence of Shanghai, in which, it is signi- 
ficant to note, the Sovereign Power only 
took part indirectly, ie. by the forma- 
tion of the Customs Company of volun- 
teers, The closing notes, supplied by 
the Coast Inspector, are very interest 
ing, in view of the steps now being taken 
rvancy of the river :— 
ies for making the ap- 
proach to the southern entrance to the 
‘Yangtze by night were improved by 
the establishment at Gutzlaff, on the 
26th of June last, of a lightning-flash- 
ing light of the fourth order, in place 
of the fixed light of the third order 
which was first shown at the station in 
1896. Measures are also in hand for 
farnishing a sufficient _ number of gas- 
lighted buoys, on the Pintsche system, 
to enable such xdditional marks as 
will be of value for bight navigation to 
be placed where they may be most 
needed in both the north aud the south 
channels leading to this port. The 
following localities have been surveyed 
under the direction of the Coast In- 
spector during the year; the entrance 
of the Huangpu from’ the Woosung 
Sigual Station, the Fairy Flats, the 
western end of the north channel (now 
known as the Tsungming Crossing), 
and the section of the Yangtze between 
the upper end of the Langshan Cros- 
sing and the junction of the north 
(or Shaweishan) channel with the main 
branch of the river. ‘The section of the 
Huangpu between the Cosmopo'itan 
Dock and the Kiangnan Arsenal has 
also been entirely re-sounded. The 
north channel, from the Tsungming 
Crossing outwards to Shaweishan, was 
surveyed by H.B.M.S. Waterwiteh, 
Four new buoys were laid down to 
mark the best water over the Tsung- 
ming Crossing, and two more between 
Drinkwater Point and Shaweishan ; 
and by the aid of these the heaviest 
draught vessels now in Chinese waters 
have reached the anchorage outside 
Woosung. As regards the present 
condition of the approaches to the port 
iv comparison with that in previous 
years, it may be stated that the mini- 
mum depth at low water of spring 
tides in the south channel is vow 17 
feet, as against 18 feet in 1896; but 
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judging from previous experience, an 
Ynerease in depth mey be expected 
before the end of 1901. In the north 
chayvel the minimum depth remains 
20 feet, being no less now than io 
1892. The Woosung Inver Bar has 
given ‘ess trouble than in some pre- 
vious years ; but the general change in 
the lower portion of the Huangpu is all 
for the worse, the narrowing of the bed 
of the river and of the uavigable chan- 
uel going on at a constantly accelera- 
ting pace from year to year.” ‘This 
last remark isa comp'ete answer to 
those who argue that it is not the 
river which es grown smaller, bat 
the steamers larger.

Mr. Sone, the Minister 
for Finance, it is stated, is trying to sell the 
War Loan Bonds in Europe and America 
through the medium of the Japanese Minis- 
ters in pursuance of the scheme proposed by 
the last Cabinet. The market is considered 
very favourable. Some ascribe the advance 
of the Government Bonds of late to the 
course taken by the Government, while 
others consider that it is merely an attempt 
to influence the market on the Stock Ex- 
changes. 

An official report from the Japanese 
Consul at San Francisco states that a strike 
of a large number of mechanics in San 
Francisco took place on the 20th ult. 3,000 
men employed at the Union Iron Works 
and 7,000 “from other works deserted the 
shops. The men demand a reduction of the 
working hours to 9 instead of 10 and an 
increase of wages at the rate of 12.5 per 
cent per hour to enable them to receive the. 
same wages, although the working hours are 

duced.” Some of the small shops ‘uve 
yielded to the demand; but the Union, Liszen, 
and Fulton Iron Works refused to comply. 
The strikers were thereupon ordered from 
the Head Office in Washington to strike 
work. ‘The strike has spread to New York, 
Chicago, eastern cities, and several Pacific 
ports.

RUSSIAS CHANGE OF PLAN. 
Hh Iwy. 

It has been known for some time 
that Russia was very disappointed 
both with Port Arthur and Dalny 
(Lalienwan). Port Arthur is too 
small for a first-class naval station, and 
it is badly supplied with water. ‘The 
great mistake of Dalny is that it faces 
the north; it requires an enormous 
expenditure of money to make it a 
good harbour ; and, worse than all, 
the Chinese merchants at Newchwang 
have shown no disposition to transfer 
their establishments to the new Ru: 
port. ‘The Russian hope was to 
attract to Dalny thetrade of Manchuria 
now transacted at Newchwang, Dalny 
having the advantage of being open ail 
the year round, while Newchwang 
is closed by ice in the . winter 
months. But this is no drawback to 
the Chinese merchants at Newchwang, 
whose homes are in South China, and 
who take advantage of the annual 
closing of the port to visit their homes. 
Low water in the Russian exchequer is 
another reason for suspending work at 
Dalny; aud it was reported some weeks 
ayo at Nagasaki, on the authority of a 
high official at Vladivostock, that 
Russia had offered Port Arthur and 
‘Talienwan to Japan, on condition of 
Japav’s withdrawing her opposition to 
the establishment of a Russian naval 
station at Masanphd in the south of 
Corea. ‘here is no doubt that it will 
involve Russia in very heavy expense 
to keep open the Manchurian railway 
in the face of the anarchy that rules in 
the south of that province, and that it 
will be more convenient and more 
economical to make Vladivostock the 
terminus of the railway; and there 
will doubtless soon be’ steamer lines 
running from Vladivostock to all the 
countries bordering on the Pacific. 
Viadivostock has a harbour which 
will accommodate this traffic ; and the 
same cannot be said of Port Arthur or 
Dalny. 

No dowbt Russia has secured from 
China a suficient quid pro quo for her 
abandonment of her claim to 
indemnified for her military expenses 
in China, and for her rendition of 
Talienwau, and the Port Arthur- 
Manchurian Railway ; and it will be 
interesting to learn what the terms of 
the new convention are. ‘There is very 
little doubt that Russia is trying to get 
China to surrender to her Chinese 
Turkestan, and this, as some of the 
native papers have already pointed 
out, is very like a meuace to our 
Indian Empire. 














A PRACTICAL PRECAUTION.

“It's an ill wind that blows 
nowhere,” as a Shanghai worthy of 
Oriental extraction who has long 
since passed away used to say: but 
few people would have expected, if 
the subject had been suddenly 
broached to them, to find the probable 
return of the Court to Peking blowing 
a blast of business into the agencies 
of the large Life Insurance Companies. 
Our Peking correspondent writes us 
that quite a number of high officials 
at Peking, including Li Hung-chang, 
Chou Fu, Li Yu-shén, Prince Su, a 
son of Prince Ting,a Hanlin secretary 
of Li Hung-chang, and several others 
have been rushing to take out policies 
during the last month. The Chinese 
re an essentially practical people, 
with a great love of sport in their 
composition, and this mode of 





hedging that they have adopted is as 


suggestive as it is amusing. When 
Lewis Ca wrote “Alice in 
Wonderland” he, it would seem from 
, unconsciously prefigured the 
Empress Dowager of China, whom 
her faithful officials at Peking 
evidently expect to go about crying 
out “Ol with his head 
Red Quecn, as soon as she gets 
back to her gardens in the Forbidden 
City. But she ditfers from Alice’s 
Queen, in that when she says “Of 
with his head:” the head comes off. 
This is the amiable old lady to whom 
Chang Chih-tung is so devoted, and 
yet if Chang Chih-tung himself were 
to go up north to meet his Imperial 
mistress, it would possibly be a wise 
precaution on his part to take out a 
policy of insurance before he started. 

Things Chinese generally have a 
humorous side, and. there is a great 
deal of humour in the idea of some 
of the highest officials in the realm, 
who have been working hard to res- 
tore peace tu their distracted coun- 
try, arming themselves with a policy 
of insurance against the home-coming 
of their revered Empress. ‘They must 
chuckle too at the thought that the 
maxim “Who breaks, pays” does 
not apply in Peking. ‘The Empress 
Dowager breaks their golden bowls, 
and British or American shareholders 
will have to pay. What are the conso- 
lations of philosophy to the consolation 
that a Peking official must derive, as 
he kneels with his neck bared for the 
executioner’s knife, from the thought 
of the policy that his family will 
encash on proof of death?

Western civilisation spreads by many 
small and devious rills, but it spreads. 
In fact, the Chinese are bettering 
their instruction; it is quite an 
original idea this that our Peking 
correspondent, who may be relied 
on as thoroughly well-informed, 
announces to us. 

A new field is thrown open to 
ushing agents of Life Insurance 
Companies They have based their 
rates of premia hitherto on the age 
and the health of applicants. We 
shall now expect to find them com- 
piling and issuing special tariffs for 
Peace Plenipotentiaries, Viceroys and 
Governors, reformers going to Han- 
kow on business, ete., ete. They can 
safely advertise “no extra charge for 
Chinese military officials,” but they 
must impose a very high premium, 
probably prohibitive, on all who are 
known to be friends of the Emperor. 

So far we have looked only on the 
humorous side of this matter; but 
what a disgrace it will be to the 
Allies if after such indications as this 
the Empress Dowager is allowed to 
come back to power. Chang Chih- 
tung’s defence of her as reported to 
Lord Salisbury by Mr, Fraser and 
uoted by us recently from the Intest 
Blue Book only amounts to this, that 
she has been misled by anti-foreign 
conspirators. But she is still in the 
hands of these men; they persuaded 
her to kill the six martyrs in 1898, 
and the Ministers who fell last_ year: 
and we have no reason to think that 
her return to Peking in power will not: 
be accompanied by a fresh series of 
murders. 





NEW ROADS ON THE 
FRENCH SIDE. 
vith July. 

Ir is not everybody who knows 
where the Yates Road is, and there 
will be fewer still who will be able 
to guess what the connection is 
between the Yates Road and the 
new extension of the Quai de France. 
As a matter of fact there is_no con- 
nection, if we use that word in the 
sense of roadway, though in another 
sense the connection between the 
honoured missionary who for so many 
years made his home in the French 
Concession and the well-known lady 
atter whom the Yates Road gets its 
name is intimate enough. Our 
object in referring to the Yates 
Road is simple. We wish our readers 
to go up.it—first turning on the left 
after {passing the Carter Road—and 
stroll along with us across country 
into the French Concession. ‘The 
very idea of going that way to St 
Josephs, for example, will strike most 
people as entirely strange. ‘That 
1s beeause they have not kept pace 
with new developments. 

Now here we are, after five 
minutes’ walk, entirely out of sight 
and sound of every foreign thing. 
That village behind us shuts out 
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Chang Su-ho’s, the others right and 
left prevent any view of the build- 
ings either in ‘the Settlement or by 
the Well. We might be hundreds 
of miles away in the wilds of medize- 
val China, aud there is a passing 
pleasure in the suggestion. Bear 
away now a little to the right ina 
southerly direction; note the luxuri- 
ance of most of the crops, mainly 
market produce and cotton, though 
some look a little washed out after 
the heavy rainfall. Every field has 
its busy contingent of country 
people, Ill weeds grow apace, and 
there can be no rest in times like 
this. 

“What are those coolies about over 
there?” “Come and see.” “Road- 
making, I declare.” 

Yes, road-m 












ing. We have just 
struck the extreme end, so far as it 
has been carried, of the new exten- 
sion of the Quai de France. Look a 
little way down the new-made road 
towards the Settlement and there on 
the right hand side you will see the 
four kilometre “ mile-stone.” «'Tak- 
ing a few bearings we shall soon be 
able to fix pretty accurately the posi- 
tion to which we have arrived. Look- 
ing south-west, the direction in which 
the road is running, we see that it 
has not far now to go before it opens 
outon to the Sicawei Road, some dis- 
tance to the south of the well. ‘To 
our right front we see the crema: 
torium and the roofs of other build- 
ings in the same direction ; to our 
left front the buildings at Sicawei 
itself. 1b is a picee of pure pioneer- 
ing that we have before us. ‘The 
road is being cut through virgin soil. 
Everything round about is country, 
nothing but country, close as it is to 
one of our main outlets, Alongside 
the new track is a lovg sedgy, lily- 
covered lagoon, within whose cover a 
moorhen with its ceaseless “quirk, 
guitk” is busily questing for food. 

joking now towards the Settlement 
we see that our French friends have 
gone systematically to work, The 
road is as straight as an arrow. A 
in the distance, somewhere between 
three and four kilometres from us, 
we can make out the nearer build- 
ings of the French Settlement, and 
if we are to keep an appointment at 
St. Joseph's or elsewhere the way 
is open. 

We walk on, taking note of the 
road itself and of its surroundings. 
We find it to be roughly 50 ft. 
in width along its whole length. 
‘Prenches for drainage have been dug 
on both sides and saplings planted, 
leaving space for sufficiently broad 
side walks, 

In years to come there will be 
here a magnificent avenue, miles in 
length, of which our neighbours will 
have every reason to be proud. 
Before leaving this section it should 
be noted how casily through con- 
nections between the new road and 
the Bubbling Well Road could be 
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made, thus opening up large arcas 
for building purposes. The French 
have not neglected so obvious a duty. 
As we come nearer to the Settle- 
ment we find new cross-roads at 
right angles to the Quai de France 
and connecting it on the right and 
lefs with other new roads running 
parallel to it. These cross-roadls oc- 
cur at intervals of about a hundred 
yards, dividing the district into ob- 
iong blocks, every part of which will 
be near enough to a thoroughfare to 
have its value increased accordingly. 
‘The military camp is seen away to 
our right as we pass along, and this 
little forest of plane and other trees 














to our right front_is the Pah-sien-jao 
Cemetery. ‘The Quai de France rans 
along close by its northern boundary. 








By this time we ought to knox where 
we are; most of us, alas, having too 
good reason to remember the neigh- 
bourhood in which so many relatives, 
friends, and acquaintances are sleep- 
ing their last longsleep. But strange 
to say we are more at sea than ever. 
Old landmarks with new surronndings 
are very puzzling, and those who are 
fortunate enough to have had no 
oceasion to visit the Old Cemetery for 
some months may find themselves 
in a difficulty. Instead of the one 
tortnous and insalubrions slum, a'oag 
which monrners had perforce to go 
in times gone by, there are roads in 
every direction. ‘The 
roads have been carried thro 
other new ones made, As 

























said, the Quai de France runs by on 
the North side: another roa! 








on the South side, a cross-roul 
passing by the Cemetery gate joins 
the two, which are again connected 
with a third still further Norsh. 

All this is doubtless costing a good 
deal of money, but the enterprise 
deserves and duubtless wil meet with 
snecess. Fashion has much to say 
with regard to the value of a locality 
for residential purposes. We have 
now in our mind’s eye a locality in a 
fashionable city at home. Once the 
centre of high life, it has sunk to the 
condition of a city slum, and rooms 
on the still magnificent staircases are 
let at a shilling or two a week. But 
apart from this consideration we see 
no reason why, if a little care and 
management can be brought to bear, 
the new Quai de France extension 
should not be a rival to the Bub- 
bling Well Road.

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we have seen. it argued, that the de- 
mand is being pressed now for the 
benefit. of certain of the Mail Con.- 
panies, who, if the river is improved, 
will find it easizr to ase as cargo 
carriers their superannuated passen- 
ger steamers which, built for oce: 
navigation and for harbours like 
Bombay and Sydney, are no longer 
useable for their original purpose and 
caanot, as things now are, be made, 
with their small cargo capacity on a 
deep draught, as profitable in a shal- 
low river as bigger and_ lighter- 
draught vessels specially built for the 
Shanghai trade are, is as invidious 
as itis unreasonable. Such vessels 
could not compete with cargo 
steamers of the modern type -even if 
there was nothing less ‘than thirty 
feet at low water springs all the way 
from the Arsenal to the sea. 

Ts will probab'y be found, on more 
thorough consideration, that the so- 
lution” of the question lies, as in 
most dcbateable questions, in a com- 
promise, ‘There is mach in the 
argument of those who would entrust 
the work to the Customs, that if the 
Chinese Government might — still 
be apathetic and indifferent if the 
work were given to them, they might 
well be inclined to display active op- 
position if the work were not. given 
to them. There is much too iu the 
argument that the Customs have 
shown in their administration of the 
lighting of the coast of Chima, that if 
the work is to be done at all, they 
are the right people to do it, It is 
not unreasonable to deprecate over- 
riding, in doing the executive work, 
the tried and capable servants of 
the Chinese Government in Shanghai 
who alone possess and can supply all 
the valuable local knowledge ant 
who have for years done all that 
has been placed in their hands 
effectively, impartially, and economi- 
cally as far as the powers given them 
admitted, and opposi!ion—sometim 
factious—allowed. It would be poor 
economy, even if the same efficiency 
were secured in time, to replace the 
existing service by a new department 
filled with men who would have tolearn 
their duties from the beginning, and 
who could only gradually become ac- 
guainted with-the numerous Chinese 
questions which would arise. An 
administrative and execntive service 
would have to be created out of the 
best material available. The proposed 
department would have, as has been 
pointed out, to find houses, secretaries, 
clerks, and so on, who, owing to the 
nature and insecurity of their employ- 
ment, would have to be paid more 
than public service rates, and would 
have to gain their experience at the 
public expense. 

The Powers having made up their 
mind, as they have done, to insist on 
the improvement and conservation of 
the Huangpu and its approaches, it 
will probably after all be found most 
convenient to hand over the exccution 
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of the work to the Sovereign power, 
ie, the Chinese Government acting 
through the Customs. There should 
still be a Conservancy Board which, 
instead of being constituted exactly 
on the lines suggested by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, might be formed of 
a representative of the Chinese For- 
eign Office, whose services will be 
obviously necessary in dealing with 
the numberless negotiations with 
Chinese which will certainly be neces- 
sary ; an elected representative of the 
shipping interest ; an elected repre- 
sentative of the community if, as we 
presume will be the case, a portion 
of the necessary funds is to be found 
by the community ; a nominee of the 
Diplomatic Body, who would be 
presumably oneof the Foreign Consuls 
here ; and «nominee of the Inspector- 
General of Customs, who would 
presumably be the Shanghai Com- 
missioner. Provided with adequate 
funds, the provision being secured 
for a sufficient period so that there 
should be no interruption. to the 
work,xnd with his hands strengthened 
by having such a Board behind him, 
and acting under the orders of the 
Chinese Government moved thereto 
by the Diplomatic Body, the Har- 
bour-master would undertake and 
execute the work required as ably 
and satisfactorily as the lighting of 
the coast is now done. We want the 
work done; and it seems that the 
work will be better and more readily 
done with some such scheme, com- 
promise as it is, as this, than with 
the scheme in its entirety as pro- 
posed by the Chamber of Gommerce. 





THE COMMERCIAL VALUE OF 
THE MISSIONARY.

Iv Mrs. Bishop's latest book, “The 
Yangtze Valley and Beyond,” there 
is an account of Dr. Main’s highly 
successful hospital at Hangehow, and 
in the course of it this passage:— 
“Te has been remarked by Consuls 
Carles and Clement Allen in their 
official reports, that missionaries un- 
consciously help British trade by 
introducing articles for their own 
use, which commend themselves to 
the Chinese; and this drug store 
(that in Dr. Main’s hospital is refer- 
red to) has created a demand for such 
British mavufactures as condensed 
milk, meat extracts, rubber tubing, 
soap, and the like, condensed mil 
having ‘caught on’ so firmly that 
several of the Chinese shops are now 
keeping it on sale.” 

‘his is an interesting side view of 
the good which, as Mrs. Bishop says, 
the missionary “ unconsciously ” does 
to the trader of his native land. But 
it is a view which many  self-con- 
stituted, and as a rule ignorant, 
critics of missions overlook. We do 
not wish to claim for missionaries any

ciate the value of the missionary as a 
commercial traveller, however un- 
conscious he may be of his use in 
that respect. 

It is ensy—especially for those who 
have travelled somewhat in the 
interior—to follow him as he wanders 
from village to village, to see the 
usually good-temmpered groups that 
surround him, and who, if he succeeds 
in gaining their attention for a while, 
will surely have their turn at 
questioning him when his little 
exhortation is over. Nothing strange 
escapes their notice. Nothing is 
too trivial to ask a question upon. 
His clothing, its colour, texture, last- 
ing power, and cost; his hat; his 
boots: his watch; his pocket-knife ; 
mayhap his spectacles, his handker- 
chief, and the paper on which his 
Bible is printed. It is impossible to 
waste time in answering all these 
and the many other queries which a 
gossiping people loves to ask, but 
in answering even a percentage of 
them the missionary is preparing the 
way for an influs of foreign goods by 
and by. 

Enquirers who come to his home 
are still more impressed, if he be of 
the married missionary type, with the 
many comforts of his “ modest man- 
sion.” One of the very first things to 
be noted would be the glass in the 
windows. The superiority of this over 
oiled paper or oyster shells is too 
palpable to allow of depreciation from 
even the most conceited of the sons of 
Han. Glass is first, and the others 
nowhere: there is no gainsaying the 
fact, and as a result we find the use 
of glass is becoming more and more 
widespread, Should the weather be 
cold the presence of a stove makes 
itself so agreeably felt that here 
again there is little chance for con- 
servatism to win a victory. over 
physical comfort. So with a number 
of other things which the observant 
eye of the curious never fails to mark. 
Possibly our visiting friend will find 
out by his own experience or from 
conversation with servants something 
of the foreigner’s manner of 
living. His comforts will be enlarged 
upon. Samples of his apparel 
will be shown, and these especially 
in the case of under garments 











whose light he is able to work as well 
by night as by day. Whatan advance 
upon the tallow rushlight or the Iight- 
ed sticks floating in a saucer of oil 
which serve but to emphasise the 
gloom of the village homes of China. 
He must get one of those lamps at 
any cost. He does, and the Standard 
Oil's growing business shows that 
Legion is his name. 

It is manifestly impossible to tol- 
low this thread of thought throngh 
all its meandering: Sufliee it to 
say that not in one or two, but in 
dozens of instances the demand for 
foreign articles might be traced to 
the unconscious action of the mis- 
sionary, and for this reason if for no 
other and higher he has deserved 
well of the man of business. But 
there is more or less of conscious 
action too. Every enlightened man 
becomes a lamp to his less enlighten- 
ed surroundings, not only because 
his light cannot be hid, but because 
in one way or another he will inten- 
tionally focus it on whatever he 
thinks most receptive to its influence. 
It may be as in Dr. Main’s, or Dr. 
Daly’s, or Dr. Boone’s case, the hos- 
pital ward and the laboratory: it 
inay be, as in so many hundreds of 
cases, the school. Whichever it be, 
the influence of foreign material and 
foreign appliances is sure to, make 
itself felt for the simple reason that 
the required native production is 
either wanting or unsuitable, and 
thus it happens that every mission 
station, every mission hospital, and 
every mission home becomes a centre 
of suggestive influence to all within 
reach. The missionary is therefore 
an advance agent of material pro- 
gress no less than a teacher of 
morality, and the bearer of the 
highest spiritual message. As such, 
no mercantile community can be 
indifferent to his future. As such 
no intelligent native resents his pre- 
sence. But for the belief that one 
variety is politically inclined in too 
many instances, there would be very 
little opposition to him on the part 
of the authorities. Is it too late 
to make a new departure in this 
respect ?

Your Ch‘ingchoufu correspondent arrived 
in the capital on the very day on which the 
Governor's mother died. This led to con- 
siderable apprehension that owing to 
Chinese mourning etiquette Governor 
Yuan might go into retirement for a longer 
or shorter period, leaving the province at 
this critical period in rather an uncertain 
and trying condition. However, we live 
in the 20th century, the wires to Hsian and 
elsewhere were open, and in a short time 
our fears were set at rest by the news that 
the Governor was to remain in the capital, 
but his official duties would be performed 
by the provincial Treasurer, of course, as 
we understand, under the cognisance and 
control of Governor Yuan himself. Our 
visit here is on business bent, but our path 
to the capital was made safe and interesting 
by the

paid tous by the various Hsien magistrates 
through whose jurisdiction we passed. 
These provided escort, had rooms in the 
usually ditty inns freshly papored and 
abnormally clean, and even in some cases 
had cushions supplied for the seats and in 
one place a carpet on the floor and a gaudy 
awning over the doorway.

Liu Tan-tze, the brigand leader who has 
been stirring up strife to the north and 
north-east of Moukden, recently sustained 
such heary loss at the hands of the 
Russians, that he decided to try change of 
air. He has now appeared in the peaceful 
and undefended district in the south-east 
of this province, and has occupied seven 
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more or less important towns, including 
Fenghuangcheng, the Taotai of which has 
fled to Moukden. 

‘Brigand spies have come as far west as 
Sinyen, but are unlikely to interfere with 
the Russians or their railway. ' 

‘They prefer in fact to pose as patriots 
and plunder their unarmed fellow-country- 
men—thus, knowingly or unkuowingly 
playing their enemies’ game. 

‘THE RUSSIAN RULE. 

The Provisional Civil Administration 
have informed the foreign merchants 
through their Consuls that ““H. E, Vice- 
Admiral Alexeieff, having in view the pro- 
tection of trade, ‘has ordered expeditions 
to be sent up the river Liao, in boats from 
Tungehiangtze once a month, in order to 
enable all boats to travel freely and safely 
to and from the port.” 

‘The Provisional Civil Administration 
have also issued two proclamations in 
Chinese, one regulating the sale of spirits, 
the other imposing taxes on the native 
merchants, intended to pay for the ex- 
ponses of ‘the police, ete., and amounting 
to about 7,500 taels per month, of which 
they are asked to pay 5 mouths! taxes in 
one sum.

HEDGING. 

There has been quite a number of 
officials taking life insurance policies within 
the past monti. This looks as though 
they were not sure what might happen 
should the Court return: Among those to 
take policies are Li Hung-chang ; Choufu, 
Treasurer of Chihli; Li Yu-shén, a Taotai 
assisting in the peace negotiations ; Prince 
Su; Yu Yueh-hua, son of Prince Ting; 
Ya Shih-mei, a Hanlin secretary of Li 
‘Hung-chang ; and many minor officials. 

5 WILL IP RETURN? 

Opinion seems about equally divided us 
to whether the Court will or will not 
return to Peking. Prince Ching says: 
“They undoubtedly will, but may not 
start as early as the date set.” Prince 
Sa says: ‘Sooner or later they will 
return to Peking.” Li Hung-chang says: 
“The edict states they leave Hsianfu 
on September the first; what more do 
you want?” Choufu says: “I have been 
ordered to prepare an extraordinarily large 
sum for travelling expenses, so surely 
they aro coming.” Yet none of these 




















quoted officials would say : ‘I believe the 
Court will return at the time set ;” and 
there are not a few who say that the Court 
will not return with a fortified ‘Legation 
City” inside the Tartar City walls, and a 
railcoad terminus at the gate of the Temple 
of Heaven. 


THE TERMINUS NUST NOT 0. 

All the officials I have spoken to declare 
the railcoad terminus must be moved out- 
side the city as soon as the Court does 
return in any event. It will be a great 
mistake if the Powers allow any such pro- 
cedure. 

‘THE LEGATION city 

is building fast, The protecting wall, while 
not near as high as tne city wall, nor a 
tenth as thick, is still built heavily enough 
to afford resistance to any but heavy calibre 
guns; and as the Chinese don’t make and 
cannot under peace conditions import 
heavy cannon, the Legationers in future 
can consider themselves safe if good guard 
is kept and they are well provisioned. 
The last siege was successfully resisted, be- 
cause there being several lange grain shops 
in the Legation area, provisioning the 
large garrison of non-combatants as’ well 
as the six hundred defenders was possible. 
Ta future, with all Chinese business houses 
out.of the district, only such provisions as 








| aro stored in the military barracks will be 


available. It behoves the various govern- 
ments therefore to see that arms, ammuni- 
tion, and abundant provisions are kept in 
stock at Tientsin or the world may be given 
a spectacle of two thousand soldiers starved 
out with plenty of time to prepare, where 
six hundred held the fort and successfully 
resisted for two months on twenty-four 
hours’ notice. 
BUILDING. 


In addition to tho wall around the 
Legation City on three sides (the south 
side being already protected by the wall 
of the main city), much other work on 
private and public buildings has given 
employment to hundreds of carpenters and 
masons and thousands of coolies, —With- 
out a doubt hundreds of these same cvolies 
helped loot the Legation district just.a yer 
ago. ‘The Germans and Frenclt are doing 
the most building. Quite a numbor of de- 
tached buildings of pleasing appearance 
are being constructed north of jie ion 
Street aud cast of the French Legation, 
and are fast nearing completion, ‘The 
new Club House of the Peking Club ix 
above ground and growing taller exch day. 
‘This building is situated on the site of thw 
former Customs stables in the ,T'sichia- 
chiang. 











THE CUSTOMS WAITING. 


From the Club on east to the 
Hatamén Street is a large compound 
allotted to the Customs. Sir Robert hus 
not broken ground yet, in which he 
is behind all the Legations. Some say 
it is because the Oourt’s return being 
uncertain, the Inspectorate-General of 
Customs may be moved elsewhere, Dr, 
Coltman is building a fine new residence 
just south of the Customs’ compound. 

RDUCATIONAL. 


Mr. J. M. Allardyce of the Imperial 
University has commenced teaching a 
class of seventy-five boys English. ‘fhe 
school was opened with the sanction of 
Prince Ching and Li Hung-chang and will 
be incorporated with the University when 
that institution is resuscitated, which all 
the officials agree in saying will be this 
autumn. The faculty sincerely hope so as 
they have nearly a year's pay due them, 
and have been engaged in interpret 
for the military, teaching privately, an 
in some instances acting as clerks in 
order to support themselves in the 
interim. The fund of five million tals 
deposited at the Russo-Chinese Bank for 
the support of the University has been 
drawing interest all this time. 
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‘Ul HUNG-CHANG'S FAMILY

OFFICIAL NEWS. 


Cheufu says he has at last settled 
satisfactorily all claims of the missionaries, 
and will now tackle the punishment of the 
men’who murdered the Christian natives.

In the morning the usual 
U function, known as ‘the Trooping of the 
Colours,” took placeas in former years, but 
in the present instarce it famed but a 
very smoll item ef the programme, the 
wain portion of which consisted in the 
presentation by his Majesty of their 
}Colours to ths third battalion of the 
‘cuts Guards. The day was gloriously 
ine and a more beautiful and impressive 
sight it is almost impussible to iinayine. 
Punctually at eleven (the specified hour) 
the King and his suite arrived on. the 
Horse Guards Parade ground, His Majesty 
who looked extremely well was dressed in 
the uniform of the Seots Guards, of whout 
he is the Colonel. After inspecting the 
troops which included, in addition 
to the Scots Guards, battelions frou 
the Coldstreams, the Grenadiers, and 
the new Irish Guards (who on this occa- 
sion made their first public appearance at 
the birthday pore and were warmly 
cheered), the King returned to the Salut- 
ing Point and the ceremouy of cons ers 
ing the colours was gone through. ‘This

‘THE ACCESSION OATH. 


‘To the Editor of the

‘Str,—My attention has been ealied to_a 
telegram in your paper of the Ist inst., 
referring to ‘the proposed amendment of 
the Accession Oath, declaring “that the 
adoration of the Virgin is contrary to the 
Protestant religion.”" 

It is not only surprising that such a body 
as a Committee of the House of Lords 
should perpetrate such a mere truism, but 
much niore so that they should seem to be 
unaware of the fact that the adoration of 
the Blessed Mother of our Lord is as con- 
trary to the te:ching of the Catholic 
Church as it is to the Protestant religion. 











We worship the Virgin Mary, and feel 
quite sure that, if our Protestant frieuds 
would east aside prejudize, and look at 
the matter in the light of reason, they 
would be much more tolerant of that tenet 
of the church. What is “to worship” ? 
It is a general expression meaning to 
honour and revere whatever is better than 
or above ourselves, and varies in degree 
with the worth or diznity of the object. 

In early times the word had this wide 
significance, but since the Reformation, 
and largely owing to the intentional con- 
founding of the words in the heated con- 
troversies of that time, its meaning has 
been much limited and it is now ilentical, 
in the minds of most people, with ‘co 
adore.” 

That it is most unjust to apply this 
restricted meaning of the word to the 
worship of the Blessed Virgin will be 
manifest, if we consider the many old 
usages still remaining with us; Maso 
speak of their Master as the “ Worshipful, 
and we all do the same of the Mayors of 
our Cities and Towns. 

In the Catholic Church the old meaning 
has always been retained. We adore God 
—aud Him only—and honour and revere 
the Blessed Virgin and the Saints, that is 
worship them, each in their degree. 

T assure you that we Catholics feel very 
acutely the misrepresentation we are sul- 
ject to in this matter, and I trust you will 
kindly help in making the truch known,

“BOER BARBARITY.”

Sir, —I notice in your issue of this morn 
ing under the heading “ Boer Burbarity”” 
a Reuter telegram to the effect that the 
Boers after recent engagement killed the 
y found lying on the field. 

tages af the war reports of 
Boer atrocities, abuses of the white flag, 
shooting of British refusing to fight against 
their own nationals, killing of peace envoys, 
were frequently sent home by a certain 
class of ‘correspondents who, unable to 
obtain any real news, eagerly treated the 
home public to this kind of stuf, whicl 
earned for South Africa Mr. Winston Chur- 
chill’s historie expression “ the land of lies.” 

These stories of Boer savageness were 
subsequently “disproved by the accounts 
of every British officer” or soldier, who had 
been in contact with the Boers either as ¢ 
prisoner or otherwise, Their experience of 
their enemies has, according to all published 
recor been as favourable as can reason- 
ably be expected in time of war. T have 
not read a single complaint of ill-treat- 
ment, on the contrary I have read in 
more than one newspaper letters from 
men who have been prisoners of the Boers, 
and who admit that except their liberty 
they were not without anything, which the 
Boers had for themselves. As regards the 
killed and wounded Britishers, who fell into 
the hands of the Boers, I have always read 
that the former were decently buried 
after Spionkop, Magersfontein, and so many 
other engagements, and that the latter were 
cared for by the Boers in the same way 8s 
their own wounded. The Boer forces have 
always been accompanied, as we know, by 
ambulances with doctors and nurses from 
Holland and Germany. 

‘Now Reuter informs us that the Boers 
have turned over a new leaf and kill the 
wounded they find on the field, a barbarity 
which only ‘savages of the lowest order 
resort to. It would of course be an insult to 
your intelligence to suggest that you be- 
lieve such nonsense, and the only explana- 
tion is that Reutersagency has no news to 
wire or at rate none that is expected to 
be to the liking of newspaper readers in the 
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Far East, and therefore this piece of “news” 
is dished up as something to go on with in 
the absence of anything more substantial. 

I Teave the question of the merits of the 
dispute which Ted to the war alone. One 
need not be Anglophobe in order to 
sympathise with the people who are making 
such « heroie fight for their independence: 
a struggle against tremendous odds, which 
whatever may be its ultimate result is likely 
to remain unique for a Jong time to come in 
the world’s history. More especially one 
can, although 2 well-wisher for the Boers, 
admire the gallantry and perseverance of 
the British officers and men in South Africa. 

















But it is impossible to feel anything but the 
deepest contempt for efforts such as these to 
slander a brave and humane enemy.

At 
that time ‘there were 13. steel vessels 
on the stocks in various stages 
of construetion for which all the material 
had arrived. Now it must be very appa- 
rent toevery one that xs all” work was 
being pushed forward most rapidly, 
S. C. Farnham & Co. cauld not expect to 
find the same material four months 
after the stock was taken—hundreds of 
tons of plates aud angles b. ing transformed 
into “work on hand,” an item that was 
always kept entirely separate from 
‘* stock.” That material to the value of Tis. 
354,123 was in the Company's possession 
on April the 30:h, I am prepared to vouch 
for. ‘The stock was taken by four smart 
young foreigners assisted. by Chinese and 
supervised hy the secretary and myself, 
who signed the stock sheets as correct 
after about six weeks’ work, and it was as 
accurate as in human power to make it. 

Th Chairman in other words states that 
at the time of taking over the Youny Dock 
there was not Ts. 54,010 worth of stock: 
on the premises, and’ this I venture to 
think is «huge ‘mistake and a matter 
that would not even now be difficult 
to ascertain approximately.

THE COLLISION BETWEEN 
THE PELEUS AND CREFELD. 
— 


All parties concerned being very reticent 
about this matter, we have not been able 
toobtain vers much information about the 
collision. The affair seems to have 
occurred in the early part of Tuesday after- 
noon as both ships were coming in. ‘The 
bows of the Peleus came in contact with 
the Crefeld amidships and both ships 
sustained very serious damage. The stem 
of the Peleus was badly twisted to the star- 
board side and several plates on the star- 
board side, both above and below the water 
line, were badly buckled. The Crefeld 
was’ struck right in the sick biy on the 
starboard side, and had several plates stove 
in, Having uo cargo on board, the Crefeld 
was able to go into dock yesterday. She is 
docked at the Cosmopolitan Dock. ‘The 
Peleus is lying alongside the Associated 
Wharves dischaging cargo, after which she 
will go into dock. It is ‘thought that her 
repairs will take at least three weeks, 

‘The Peleus (Capt, Asquith) is ous of the 
latest additions to the Blue Funnel feet 
and this was her maiden voyage. She was 
built in the early part of this year by Messrs 
Workman, Clark ‘and Co., of Belfast, Her 
measurements are: 454.7 feet; 
breadth, 45.1 feet 2.33 feet, aud, 
her net tonuage is 4,800.” The Crefeld is a 
German steamer of 2,444 tons’ net mensure- 
ment, and has been employed during the 
last Civelve months as a transport for the 
German troops in China, When the col- 
lision occurred she was just arriving from 
Kinochou with some 600 Germuu troops ou 
board, and it will be seen how easily the 
accident might lave been very serious. 























ACCIDENTS TO STEAMSHIPS.

Further information of the accident 
which occurred to Messrs. Arnhold, 
Karberg & Co,’s steamer, the Suian, is to 
the eff-ct that coming down the river from 
Hankow, which place she left on the last 
day of June, and when near Husugehou, in 
the night time, a very strong current canght: 

B fore she could waniye 
to clear she was carried on to the cable vf 
a Chinese man-of-war. The cable carried 
away a lurye j art of the guard deck on the 
starboard side, but fortunately the hull 
did not sustain’ any damage: Ov Thursday 
afternoon she went inte the Old Dock for 
repairs ‘The steamship is commanded by 
Captain Fublers. 

the China Mercbauts' steamship Hoihow, 
just arrived from Newehwa'y, went 
aground near the Public Garden yesterday 
morning, as she was rounding the bund off 
the Soochow Creek. After remaining 
stationary fer a considerable time, during 
which she was watched with interest by a 
great many foreigners and Chinese, she was 
got off into deep water, but was caught by 
the tide again and would have ne ashore 
agaiu had uot the bow anchor been promptly 
aropped. Captain Dawson is the skipper. 

Yesterday afternoon, nbout five o'cluck, 
a seam’ ug was pullinga number of juuks 
from the creek tu the river when the 
wulage rope parted inthe middle. Before 
¢ mishap could be remedied the junks 
d drifted back some distance, and the 
bridge footway was closed for the time 
being to pedestrian traflic by the g.thering 
of large crowds of Chinese spectators of 
the occurrence. 

As the C. N.S. Szeehuen was going down, 
river on the Pootung side yesterday morn- 
ing she went aground off Puotung Point, 
but soon steamed off and was able to 
proceed to Swatow.

A REPRESENTATIVE FAREWELL. 


Major-General O’Moore Creagh, V.C., 
and Mrs, Creagh left Shanghai on Saturday 
morning for the north, where the Major- 
General is to take over the chief command 
of the British forees in China. They took 
with them the good wishes of the whole 
community of Shanghai, for the departure 
of one who has so closely and so ably 
concerned himself with the well-being 
of the settlement since the arrival of 
foreign troops here is a matter for 
universalregret. There wasa very numerous 
and representative gathering at the Nan- 
King Road Jetty shortly after noon on 
Saturday, therefore, when Major-General 
and Mis. Creagh, ‘with Mujor Stewart, 
drove down to go on board the launch 
which afterwards took them to the trens- 
port Formoss, Among those present were 
‘Major-General Richardson, now connnand- 
ing at Shanghai, Captain Colomb, .a.a. 
and q.ar.c., Captain Rose, the new Inter- 
national Police Commissioner, and Captain 
Young, Orderly Officer ; Colonel Mayne, 
©.B, and the officers of the 3rd Baluchis ; 
Colonel Harris and the officers of the 2nd 
Rajputs ; Captein Edwards, 3rd Bombay 
Cavalry, and Mrs. Edwards ; Major Donald

Wedemeyer, Adjutant, 8. V. C.; Colonel 
Count Schlippenbach’ and _a number of 
German officers ; Colonel Valette, Com. 
mandant Hubert, and nearly all the French 
officers ; Captain Oknomiya, and the officers 
of the Japanese contingent ; Colonel Des- 
sino, Russian military 
Bourne, H.B.M’s Acting Consul General, 
and Mrs. Bourne; Mr. H. 8. Wilkinson, 
Chief Justice ; Capt. Boisragon, Captain:

‘one head for the military policing of the 
Settlement. It would be imp sssible tr ex- 
aagerate tho good which this, ls done, 
‘The more s», since Major Watson, the 
first Police Commissioner—who is shortly 
leaving Shanghai—\as carried out the 
difficult. and often delicate duty assigned 
to him with un’ailing skill, “tact, and 
ability. ‘This system it was that hid for 
one of its resul!s the neat and apprecia~ 
tive speech made by Mr. ‘Tong Rid-sou 
bef re the departure of the launch.

REMINISCENCES. 


A well-known Chinese official lately 
arrived from Peking, who had stuck to his 
post from the beginning of the Boxer 
disturbances in the capital until the other 
day, gives the following reminiscences to a 
representative of the “ Supao,” which we 
‘ranslate below. He stated—I well re- 
member the 2nd of June last year, for I 
read a letter from the lite Viceroy Yit Lu 
of Tientsin which arrived at the Tsungli 
Yamén that day, strongly advocating the 
sendiny of the troops of the Iate General 
Nieki and General Ma Yii-k‘un to suppress 
the Boxers who were then overrunning, 
Chibli province and threatening to get out 
of hand, The late Viceroy also suggested. 
the alternative that if suppression by 
forcible measure was uot possible, the 
Central Government should issue orders 
to form the Boxer bands into or- 
gauised batralions under the command 
of Government officials, “This was the 
ovly way,” coucluded Yi Lu, ‘to prevent- 
anarchy iv Chihli and in Shavtung, the 
home of the Boxers.”—On the 6th of June 
(1°00) the late Chao Shu-ch‘iao returned 
from Chochou, whither he had been sent 
by the Empress Dowager to investigate 
the situation and report upon the Boxers, 
Chao Shu-ch‘iao asked for an audience of 
the Empress Dowager immediately on bis 
return to Peking and gave it us his opinion 
that “the Boxers were not to be depended 
upon.” This seemed to influence the Em- 
press Dowager somewhat aud she showed 
much irresolation ; when suddenly the 
notorious Kang Yi (now supposed to be

Chao Shu-ch*iao finding himself 
studing alone in the midst of his rexction- 
ary coll agues, of course went with the 
tide, as did also Vicerny Yi Lu at Tientsin, 
who was itmmeditely informed hy wire of 
the Empress Dowager's irrevoowble step.— 
With reference to the imprisonment of the 
Sub-Chancellor of the Grand Secretariat 
Huang Sve-yang, a member of the 
Reform Party about that rime by order of 
Prince Chuang, Prince Tuan's second in 
command uf the now authorised Boxer 
Anny, he had ineurced the hatred 
of the Boxers by yiving the subject 
“Suppress all pernicions doctrin:s” to

THE STANDARD OIL CO’S 
NEW SHIP ASTRAL. 
a ease 

The Standard Oil Company's new sailing 
vessel Astral, which arrived at Woosung 
from New York on the 17th June and is 
now lying at the Standard Oil Company's 
Wharf, discharging her cargo of oil, is 
probably the finest vessel of its kind that 
has ever come up the Huangpu river. Two 
interesting facts in connection with this 
versel are, that she is the first steel sailing 
vessel that has been built in America forthe 
Standard Oil Company, and therefore she 
is the first sailing ship of Ueir fleet to 
fly the American flag, and the cargo of 
136,500 cases, or 1,363,000 gallons, of oil 
which she lis brought to Shanghai on Us 
her first voyage, is the largest cargo of oil 
which has ever come to this port in 
a sailing vessel, The Astral is a four 
masted, Garque-rigaed, steel ship of 8,206. 
47 gross and 3,000’ net tonnage. “She 
was built for the owners by the Arthur 
Sewall Company, at Bath (Mxine), aud was 
Iaunched on the &th December last yenr. Her 
length is 882 feet, beam 49:3 feet and depth 
26 feet, and she can earry about one and a- 
half million gsllonsof oi in 10 gallon cases.

Captain Dunham has held a master’s 
certificate for 26 years and made 2 most 
excellent reourd during his long seafaring 
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career. He brought oil to Shanghai as long | 
ago as 1886, before his present employers 
had any office in Shanghai. For twenty 
years he sailed for J. H. Winchester, of 
New York. The Astral left New York in 
the early part of February and her voyage 
to Shanghai occupied 127 days. During the 
early part of the voyage she met with very 
squally weather, but behaved admirably 
and completely’ satisfied her commander. 
In the latter part of the voyage she met 
with frequent calms, but her log shows 
that on several occasions she made well 
over 200 knols in the 24 hours. After 
discharging cargo here she will go to San 
Francisco and will proceed thence to 
England with a cargo of wheat.
